Transport misery in Thamesmead 


I NOTE with interest the “Star 
Letter” from Mrs Pat Preston 
of Blackheath in the June 11 
edition suggesting that a new 
crossing is not the solution 
for transport congestion but 
what is needed is more public 
transport. 

She says more use of buses, the 
DLR, Crossrail and the river 
is the answer but obviously, 
living in leafy Blackheath, 

Mrs Preston has no idea what 
transport misery the people 
of Thamesmead have to suffer 
with buses as the only form 
of local transport. I moved to 
Thamesmead in 1999 and the 
local transport has steadily 
deteriorated. It takes up to 
an hour on the 472 bus to 
North Greenwich station, the 
nearest underground station; 



up to 40 minutes on the 177 to 
Woolwich Arsenal, the nearest 
DLR station; up to 30 minutes 
including waiting for the 229 
bus to get to Abbey Wood, the 
nearest rail station, and there 
is no river service despite a 
large part of central and north 
Thamesmead being adjacent to 


the Thames. I am a 72-year-old 
pensioner and I would like to 
know what plans Greenwich 
Council has in hand or pressure 
it intends to apply to TfL 
and government to improve 
the quality of transport in 
Thamesmead.

• THE council very much regretted 
the mistake of cancelling the bridge 
crossing at Gallions Reach, and is 
pleased the Mayor appears set to 
reverse this position. 

The council has offered to work 
together with Newham Council to 
help bring forward the project in 
support of Transport for London. 

TfL is now consulting the council 
on bus provision. The council 
agrees improvement to the service, 
and increased capacity, are badly 
needed in Thamesmead. 


• ALL residents of the 
borough's sheltered 
schemes were consulted 
on the proposals which 
were brought forward 
in order to address 
the issue that people 
who weren't related 
were having to share 
bathroom facilities. The 
council's plans resulted 
in the accommodation 
being modernised 
and better suited to 
people's individual 
needs and is being 
provided following a full 
assessment and we have 
had a positive response 
from those who have 
been rehoused so far.

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US AIN Bolt might not mention 
David Bolarinwa to his 
grandchildren, but generations 
of Bolarinwas are bound to hear 
about the day in 2013, when David 
raced again “Lightning Bolt”, the 
fastest man on the planet. 

It happened in the 200 metres at the 
Diamond League meeting in Oslo on 
June 13, and David finished fifth, in 
a time of 20.62 seconds - behind Bolt’s 
fastest-of-the-year, 19.79, which beat 
the track record. 

“The race went okay.” David - who has 
been helped by Greenwich Starting 
Blocks - told GT. “I had a bad lane in 
lane one but just did what I could. His 
time was reasonable for him. 

“It was the first time I’d raced against 
him and he was very jokey. In the warm- 
up he didn’t do too much to get ready. 
He just did a few quick runs then came 
into the cool room, cracking a few 
jokes. He was the only one laughing.” 

It must have been quite an experience 
for David at just 19. “Yeah, you’re 
racing against the best in the world 
and you can’t get any higher than that, 
out there competing against a talent 
like that. 

“It was a lot of fun. I wasn’t nervous 
at all. I went out there to enjoy myself 
as much as possible.” 

Bolt had had an injury problem 
and been beaten by American Justin 
Gatlin over 100 metres in Rome the 
week before. But his self-esteem was 
still intact as he drove around the 
Bislett Stadium in a replica Formula 
1 car during the opening ceremony in 
Norway. 

David lives in Thamesmead and^ 
was one of three Britons in Bolt’s 
wake. He said: “I might meet him ^B 
again in the next couple of months H 
if my agent sorts out another I 
Diamond League meeting. 

“I’ve had 10 races in 15 days so^B 
I’m going to chill out over the fl^B 
next couple of weeks and get H 
back into the swing of training. H 
Looks like I’ll be in the GB k || 
team for the European Under 23 
championships in Tampere, Finland H 
in July.” V 

Let’s hope he achieves something to 1 
compare with competing against ^^B 
Usain Bolt.

the beast with water in a bid to stop it 
becoming dehydrated. 

As the day unfolded it became apparent 
that none of the measures were going to 
save the stricken mammal... because it was 
made of fibreglass. 

The well-choreographed spectacle was 
to launch the Greenwich + Docklands 
International Festival. 

The life-like creature was examined by 
‘scientists’ for four hours on Greenwich 
foreshore at Cutty Sark Gardens, before 
being hoisted onto the lawns at the Old 
Royal Naval College, where it spent the 
weekend. 

The GDIF is part of the Royal Greenwich 


in constructing realistic models. As well 
as its artistic merits, the installation was 
to highlight the long relationship that the 
Thames has had with marine life. 

A northern bottlenose tragically died of 
dehydration in 2006 after leaving its native 
saltwater. 

In 2010, the skeleton of a 12m whale was 
uncovered after 200 years under the river 
mud at Greenwich.

Orangery blossoms 


New Eltham business 
units ready for tenants

NEW business units have 
been created in an historic 
Eltham building which was 
once on the architectural 
‘at risk’ register. 

A new lease of life has been 
breathed into the Orangery - 
it has been restored and will 
soon be the centrepiece for 
seven business offices. 

The Orangery was built in 
1723, and once stood in the 
grounds of Eltham House. But 
after years of neglect it fell 


into ruin, and was once named 
as one of English Heritage’s 
most at-risk buildings. 
Greenwich Enterprise 

Board bought the building in 
Orangery Lane in 2007. They 
decided that with careful 
planning the original building 
could be restored, and they 
appointed architects to come 
up with designs. 

The project is now nearly 
finished, and leases are being 
offered on the seven new 
offices. 

Mike Finlay, Greenwich 
Enterprise Board director, 


said:' “It has reinvigorated 
this beautiful old building and 
provided much needed spaces 
for small businesses. It is 
also hoped that the work will 
kick-start more improvements 
to this neglected part of 
Eltham.”

E LTHAM palace is inviting 
visitors to step back in 
time and experience life 
in the medieval era as part of 
its summer events. 

The landmark attraction opens 
its doors next month for a special 
season of live history sessions 
entitled Time Travellers Go!

It's park life, for so many people... 


MORE than 1,000 people turned out for 
the first event on this year's ParksFEST 
calendar. 

The season of outdoor events kicked off 
with a family fun day on June 2. 

Organiser, Terry Powley told Scene : 

"At Well Hall Pleasaunce at the first event

"Obviously the weather plays a big part," 
the organiser added - "last year was the 
worst we've had, and the only one that's 
been affected this year was the one in 
Sutcliffe Park last Saturday." 

Eltham Park South hosted an event on 


June 9, with Deansfield primary school 
performing a musical segment, (pictured 
above). 

"We try and get local schools involved, and 
Crown Woods were the secondary school 
that also came. Two hundred people turned 
up to that one." 

The next event is'Picnic in the Park'on June 
30 at East Greenwich Pleasaunce. 

"What they do there is lots of activities - 
clowns come to entertain the children, face 
painting, and then there's the stage where 
lots of different groups perform throughout 
the afternoon. 

On July 6, the'Community Summer Fayre'is 
at Fairy Hill park. In addition there is a season 
called 'Sunday Music in the Pleasaunce', 
which is part of the ParksFEST programme. 

The festival concludes on July 28, with

MycenaeMa 
is the cinema 
for everyone 

THE iconic venue that helped to produce 
such disparate stars as Olympic judo silver 
medallist Gemma Gibbons and jazz guru 
Dave Silk has come up with another typically 
quirky cracker. 

On Tuesday nights you can slide into a film 
buff's mecca in Mycenae House in Mycenae 
Road, Blackheath - called, neatly enough, 
MycenaeMa! 

It's run by Terry Grant and fellow film buff 
Barbara Gill. "It's been going for just over 
a year," Terry told Scene. "Barbara and I are 
friends who knew each other as Welling 
United supporters. We got involved in another 
community centre but I had to pack that up 
with pneumonia. 

"Then I came here to watch Dave Silk's jazz 
night and suddenly realised the 16ft by 9ft 
screen would be perfect for modern DVDs. 
I suggested a cinema, they agreed, and we 
started in May last year. There's a bar and you 
can take drinks into MycenaeMa. 

"Anyone can come in. There's no membership, 
there's no fee but we do have a £2 raffle for a 
beautiful bottle of wine. We're doing it because 
we're just film buffs - we love it." 

The night Scene sneaked in, McenaeMa was 
showing Enigma - the wartime code-breaking 
thriller - and someone from the Bletchley Park 
headquarters was actually in the audience. It 
was all hush-hush - so you won't get dear old 
Joyce Avis's name from me. 

Terry has chosen the films up to now but is 
always open to suggestions. One of his all-time 
favourite films caused a sharp intake of breath, 
John Huston's Red Badge of Courage starring 
Audie Murphy. "Barbara hates it," he admitted, 
"but Murphy was the most decorated 
American soldier in the Second World War and 
it's a fantastic film, a true representation of the 
American Civil War. 

"People can join the email list to be kept 
informed. Pulp Fiction and TinkerTailor Soldier 
Spy are two of my other top films." 

One regular, Terence (formerly Terry) 
Cowling, did some acting himself in his earlier 
days, lighting up The Bill among other TV 
programmes. "This is very much a community 
project," said Terence, "getting away from four 
walls and meeting people. Some of us go to 
the jazz too. It's our place, if you like" 

Terence's top three films? "Some Like It Hot, 
The Odd Couple and Bullets Over Broadway 
are up there," he said, "but we could all come 
up with a top 30 really." 

It was a first night for Jackie Woodward-Smith, 
who spoke to Scene in hushed tones as the 
lights went out: "I came along because it's a 
community initiative that deserves support. 
My top three films? Night Of The Hunter, Cloud 
Atlas and the Scorsese film Hugo, which I saw 
at the weekend and is fantastic." 

I'll be back again but only if Terry puts on 
Double Indemnity, Consequences of Love or 
the film said by many to be the best ever, Les 
Enfants Du Paradis.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library. 


Apply in one of two ways
